This copy agrees with Pellechet’s collation of the first two parts (which are 
complete in themselves without the third and fourth parts), with the fol- 
lowing variations,—First signature (unmarked) has eight leaves instead of 
six, first blank and present, Calendar on second to seventh, Register on 
eighth, followed by the Psalter, then the Breviary, thus making the colla- 
tion,—Signatures [*] in eight, AA to EE in twelves, FF in eight, A to O 
in twelves, P in eight, total 252 leaves instead of 250 for this section, as 
given by Pellechet. There are also some slight variations in the abbrevia- 
tions used in the text, but the lining-off is the same. There is no printer’s 
colophon at the end of any of the various sections of text, the complete 
volume ending on leaf 418, according to Pellechet, actually leaf 420, with 
the words,—“Per Christum dominum nostrum, R | Amen.”
